To provide Compensation for certain OIEcers 
of the Corporation of the City of Dublin.

an Act was passed in the last Session of Par- rresmblc. 
liament, intituled, “ An Act to restrain the Alienation of 
Corporate Property in certain Towns in Ireland,” whereby it is pro- 
vided, that no person who should have been appointed to any office or 
5 place of profit in or by any of the said bodies corporate since the 
Sixteenth day of February in the year One thousand eight hundred 
and Thirty-six, should be entitled, by reason of such appointment, to 
have any compensation for the loss of such office or place of profit, 
or of the fees and emoluments thereof, in case provision should be 
JO thereafter made by Parliament for removing him, or authorizing his 
removal from such office or place of profit, or for amending or abo- 
lishing the same : 

And whereas by an Act passed in this present Session of Parlia- 
ment, intituled, “An Act for the Regulation of Municipal CorporaUons 
15 and Borough Towns in Ireland,” it is among other things enacted, 
that every officer of any Borough named in Schedule (A.) to said Act 
annexed, who shall be in any office of profit at the time of the passing 
of said Act, whose office should be abolished, or who should be 
removed from his office under the provisions of said Act, should be 
20 entitled to have an adeciuate compensation, to be assessed by the 
Council and paid out of the Borough Fund, for the salary, fees and 
emoluments of the office which he should so cease to hold .

And whereas the office of President of the Court of Conscience in 
the City of Dublin is now by law vested in, and the duties thereof 
performed by, the Alderman who shall have served in the office of 
Lord Mayor for the next preceding year and for the term of one 
year next after he should have served in that office : ^ 

And whereas it is just and reasonable that an adequate compensa- 
tion should be provided for the President of the said Court of 
Conscience and the Lord Mayor who shall be in office at the time 
the said last-mentioned Act shall come into operation in the City of 
Dublin for the fees and emoluments which under the provisions of lo 
said Act they may respectively cease to be entitled to have or to 
acquire in respect of the said Court of Conscience : 

And whereas doubts have arisen whether under the provisions of 
the said recited Acts it may be lawful for tlic Council of the City of 
Dublin to assess compensation for the said President of the Court of 15 
Conscience and Lord Mayor ; 

tt tjierefofe CnacfcD, by The QUEEN’s most Excel, 
lent Majestv, by and with the Advice and Consent of the 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present 
Parliament assembled, and by tlie Authority of the same, THAT 20 
the President of the Court of Conscience and Lord Mayor of the 
City of Dublin who shall be in office at the time the said Act for 
the Regulation of Municipal Corporations and Borough Towns in 
Ireland shall come into operation in the City of Dublin shall he enti- 
tled to have an adequate compensation, to be assessed by the Council 25 
and paid out of the Borough Fund, for the fees and emoluments of 
the office which under the provisions of said Act they shall respectively 
cease to hold or become entitled to acquire or to enjoy in respect of 
the said Court of Conscience, the same to be ascertained in the same 
manner and by the same means, and with like power of appeal, 30 
according to the provisions contained in the said Act in respect to the 
compensation of other officers, so far as the same are applicable. 



AND whereas every Alderman of the said City on his election 
paid to the Treasurer of the Corporation the sum of Two hundred and 
ninetij-five Pounds, which sum is applied lo a fund called “The 35 
Junior Aldermen’s Fund for the Repairs and Embellishments of the 
Mansion-house 5” and it is also just and reasonable that the said 
Junior Aldermen should he indemnified by and out of the Borough 
Fund of the said City for the sums respectively paid by them on their 
election for the purjjoses aforesaid; BE it Enacted, That it shall and 40 
may be lawful for the Council of the said Borough, and they are 
hereby required, out of the Borough Fund, to repay or cause to be

and whereas it is desirable that every Officer of any Borough 
,0 named in the said last-mentioned Act. wl.o should be in any office of 
profit at the time of [tassing the said Act, wlio may be subject to 
removal from his office under tlie provisions of said Act, should have 
the power to resign within Three calemlar Mmitlis ; BE it Enacted, 
That it shall and may be lawful to and for every Officer of any 
Borouoh named in the said Act, within the period of 
’ ° next after the first election of Councillors in such Borough 

under the provisions of said Act, to resign any office of profit winch he 
may hold in such Borough, and every such Officer who shall or may so 
resio-n his said office shall bo entitled to compensation in like manner 
.0 as if he had been removed from his office under the provisions of said 
* Act,any tiling in the saidAct contained to tlic contrary thereof in any- 
wise notwithstanding. 
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
